There were considerably less calls made during this period, 
April 3 through April 9, 1918 than in the previous period, and the majority 
of these calls involved personal and social matters and problems relating to 
the farms.

On April 3, 1918 LOUIS CAMPAGNA received a call from an unidentified 
individual and they discussed work on the farm. CAMPAGNA complained of not 
having received a call from this individual previously, and this unknown party 
endeavored to explain that he had been busy. Не indicated that he was working 
on a project referred to as "Project 6928B." CAMPAGNA informed him that he 
also had a project and needed a lot of help in order to get by. He advised 
this individual, "Тіп feeling all right. I can't work no moree! CAMPAGNA 
indieated that they could not proceed with the work on the farm because of 
high water. Іп concluding this the unknown individual said, "I got eight 
carpenters and twenty laborers.

On April 5, 1918 CAMPAGNA received a call from LOUIE, who works at 
the Orchid Flower Shop which is operated by CHARIOTTE-CAMPAGNA. CHARIOTTE 
answered the phone and IOUIZ stated, "That party was in again this morning, 
He gave me the name this morning."  CHARIOTTE called IDUIS CAMPAGNA to the 
phone and said, "Listen to this, Lou," LOUIE at the Florist Shop said, 
"Listen, the name is Ji7-BEL^VONO (possibly J.^DBEL-GONO), Не said LOU knows 
him well." CHARLOTTE asked IOUIS CAMPAGNA, "Do you recognize that?" and 
IOUIE said, "Yeah, what about it?"  IOUIE at the Florist Shop said, "Не!з 
from Fort -- you know -- and he's got a message for LOU -- Kansas City.

It is noted that during the period April 10 through April 16, 
1918 there were approximately the same number of calls made and received 
at the residence of JO-EPH FUSCO as during the previous period. Тһе шіогізу 
of these calls pertained to personal and social matters of PAT-YANHING. It 
is believed that the following calls may be of some significance. 


On April 12, 1918 PAT MANNING called from New York City and talked 
to his son, PAT-HANNING, JR. At that time he advised his æn that he was 
coming in Thursday. Не stated that he was leaving New York the following 
night to go to Florida and from there would come back to Chicago. 


On April 15, 19Д8 FAT MANNING called Miss FIORENOZ-LAHZY, who is 
the secretary of SIEVE HEALY» Miss LAHEY had been endeavoring to find new 
hotel accommodations for"FLT MANNING and his family, but with little success, 
She advised him, however, that he could stay at the Stevens Hotel for as long 
ас he wanted. PAT advised her at this time that he was setting a divorce 
and that his children would not be with him. Не did not tell her of his 
contemplated marriage to VIRGIN TA VAN МАНТ but indicated he would be satisfied 
with a suite at the Stevens Hotel consisting of a bedroom and parlor. Не ex- 
plained to her at this time that in his present arrangement with JOZ FUSCO, 
FUSCO pays 5300 and KANNING pays 2150 monthly for their suite in the Stevens 
Hotel. Miss LAHEY told MANNING she would endeavor to find him the desired 
accommodations. РАТ said, "І want to се out of here within a week.! 


On the same zfternoon ОМ s FAT MANNING's brother-in-law, called 
Р.Т NANNING and told him about a watch » а ring and about 500.00 "that they 
took from me," Parts of the conversation were inaudible and it was not ascer- 
tained under what circumstances these belongings were taken from TOM. FAT 
said, "пу the hell you guys wear jewelry around there for anyway? I always 
told you guys not to wear any jewelry. І don't. І never wear any jewelry 
around those joints." TOM said, "Well, we had five minutes of work and 
I figured we never -- in the world--" PAT said, "Well, it's about time you 
guys learn. I'm glad you guys are learning right along what's goinz to 
take place in those joints." TOM said he had tol&HOUSS about it and MOUSE 
had advised him that he would have to wait for PETE «ZREMONT) to come from 
out of town. ТОМ said, "See what happened--looks like they picked on пе. 
They took my wallet-——all my credentisls and everythine." РАТ thena sked 
him about the business and ТОМ said, "It's holding ар." PAT asked, "How's 
the guy in the hospital?" and TOM said he is now home but going for treatments, 
He said, "That thing is still lodged in him and they don't know what's what 
with him." РАТ asked, "He's keeping his mouth shut, I hope? and ТОМ сазда 
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Ве: Joseph Fusco 


"Yeah, yeah, the family is all right for that. Because I had gone over 
there myself the first day. Іп fact I was even holding my finger in the 
what-you-call-it -- to stop it from bleeding." PAT said, "OK. Try to pet 
in touch with HOUSE at the tavern and have him call me and I'll talk to him. 


Shortly after the above conversation MOUSE called PAT MANNING 
and they discussed TOM's loss of the jewelry and money. MOUSE said, ‘What 
the hell is he telling you for? I was going to sive it to him. What's he 
telling you for?" PAT told MOUSE, "Find out how much he lost and everything. 
Put it on the sheet and put it on the book. Don't argue with him....just 
give it to him. Put it on the payroll sheet but don't put it in the book. 
Forget about it. Like we forgot to put it in the payroll book -- if they 
check up on use I want to see you tomorrow morning because I have to take 
care of all those things tomorrow morning. 


On the same afternoon, іп a conversation with VIRGINIA VAN SANT 
in New York City, PAT MANNING stated, "I want to see EDDIE KING tomorrow. 
I met him at the airport. I saw his wife and daughter. He got in about the 
same time.” РАТ told VIRGINIA, "I talked to STEVE HEALY's office this morn- 
ing and talked to FIORENCE (LAHEY). She's been working on all those places 
for me.... and it looks like we're going to be stuck with something here at 
the Stevens -- not in this suite.

Later in the conversation PAT said, "You know after I got thm 
talking with you -- then I got a call from a fellow; ÓASSERA (phonetic

wants to meet me at the Clover Bar -- at the Clover Club. .So I met him there 
and who do you think comes over to the table -- that CHARLIPNGREENUP.. e» SO 

we had a nice chat for about an hour and a half..... He gave me his card. 

He wants me to look him up in New Yorke Не became very chummy all of а 
sudden." hen VIRGINIA asked PAT when they were going to get married, PAT 
said, "well next week 1111 come in there. І want to talk to EDDIE (KING) 
tomorrow," VIRGINIA asked, "The end of next week?" and PAT said, "I don't 
know until I talk to EDDIE. I want to talk to him and have him make the 
arrangements for ше." PAT added, "On Monday PETE (TREMONT) will be back here-- 
my partner -- from the Springs." | 


On the evening of the same day PAT MANNING called JOE FUSCO at 
Room 505 of the Arlington Hotel, Hot Springs, Arkansas. During this соп- 
versation JOE FUSCO mentioned that MIKENKELLY was leaving town tomorrow. 
PAT asked FUSCO if he had seen "Ficklefeet" (Fat's nickname for FETE TREMONT) ý 
and FUSCO said, "Yeah, he's around. FUSCO said he was coming in the 22nd. 
MANNING asked JOE, "Are you going to the Coast from there?" and JOE said 
"№." FUSCO said he had talked to ROCKY XD&STEFANO) that day and PAT said 
he would probably see ROCKY Saturday or Sunday. FUSCO said, Че (ROCKY) was 
with MILT and SAM.GORVEL (phonetic spelling) when I talked to him." 








FUSCO told MANNING that he is getting his tickets tomorrow and will be in 
Chicago the night of the 22nd. JOE told PAT to build some fences around 
himself now that he was getting a divorce and would be a free шап,  PAT 
said, "1111 be all right. 1% won't be long." JOE said, "It won't be long? 
You're crazy." PAT asked, “пу?! and JOE said, "Why? Stop and think why. 
Pat, in your position and my position there's а lot of explaining to do to 
the people who don't understand. It's pretty hard to open up to реор1е." 


Late on the night of April 15, 1948 PAT MANNING called FREDDIE 
at the“Friendly Taverne" During this conversation FREDDIE said, "Well, I 
called him (no indication who he called) last Sunday and told him and Т. 
figured you would take a grand." At this point PAT cautioned him not to 
talk like that. Later in the conversation FAT MANNING said, "Here's what 
I want you to do. PHTE's got $1500 for mee Hets got it. Éhen he comes back 
he's singe to give it to me -- for my quarter -- that's all I got coming, see? 
So 1111 tell you what 1111 do tomorrow. You give me -- you know — 85 -- 
from your В.В. Give it to me and I'll....(inaudible) (MANNING is probably 
referring to PETE TREMONT). PAT continued, "Here's what І want you to do. 
Get me the forty-five and when he comes in "he! cive it to you. instead of 
him giving it to me 1111 hand it over to you and you bring it back--understand? 

Have that 
for me too. Because I have to go over there tomorrow. Is today the 15th?"

I'll tell 
you what you do. You go to the bank first and cet the money...... have it 
оп you, because when І come to the west Side І may have those dates already 
arranged. I may want to go right thru. Т may want to go from one place to 
another. JEFF will drive me around or you candeive me around. ‘So you have 
it on you and I'll cali-JEFF. Does JEFF know about 11341 Street or do you?" ” 
FREDDIE said, "Не knows." PAT then told FREDDIE, in Italian, "You со to the 
bank and get the money -- forty-five hundred for mes; four hundred for the 
boss over there -- and then pick me up at the hotel if you want to. I can 
call those places and I'll make a date with those people." 


It is to be noted that PAT MANNING, in talxing about "27th Street", 
is probably referring to the Tnird District Police Station which is located 
at 2700 South State Street, and at which Station HARRY OtcONNSLL is the 
Captain. It is to be noted that HERBERT BURNS is the Captain of the Filmore 
Station. With reference to "h8th Street", this probably refers to the 
Fifth District Police Station, 802 South Wabash, at which Station «ЛАВОМЕ 
LOONEY is the Captain. 
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Iater on this same night of april 15th PAT MANTING called EDDIE 
KING. After exchanging greetings PAT said, “what I want to ask you, За, 
confidentially..... Ав І told you, you know about that kid in New York-- 
you met her. Аз far as I know she's a sweet kid, and I sat dorm with her 
for nours, day after day, and explained to her the situation--the business 
and everything else-- what to expect--aze and all that. And she considered 
everything and realized everything, but you can't persuade her one way or the 
other. She's just madly in love with me and that's the end. She knows her 
own mind and that's all. So, here's what I -- I told SID(KOHSHAK) about it 
before he left...and he said ..... if that's what you want, со ahead......

On April 16, 1948 about 9:30 А.М., PAT MANNING called MOUSE at 
the Friendly Tavern.

One and а half -- and а half is two, isn't 
it?" MOUSE said, "what's that?" and РАТ said "Fil'(probably referring to 
Filmore Police Station). MOUSE said, "Oh, I don't know what that is." PAT 
said, "Yeah, one and a half, anda half. I'm waiting for that call. I have 
to го way out there. І have to го with JEFF to l8th and I have to go out 
to 27th. So I'll be a little busy. So as long as you did that -- that's 
about all, 111] be there. FLASH isn't there yet is he?" 1005 said he 
wasn't andi РАТ said he is supposed to meet FIASH in twenty minutes. РАТ 
said, "I got a lot of work to do in that office there, ain't I? and MOUSE 
said, "You got three to make -- the last three." PAT asked, еге you 
working -- in the basement?" and SAM said, "Yes, there's а little space there." 
PAT said, "It's coing to be warm down there pretty soon" and SAM said, "the 
it gets warm I соъ ЗАбН!з place." PAT asked, "How about the place on 
washburn?" and SAM (10085) said, "No, I don't want to take a chance there."

PAT asked, "Can't you find a back of a store there or зопе при..." PAT asked, 
How much did you handle?" and MOUSE said "33." 


Shortly after the above call РАТ MANNING made a call and asked 
for the "Captain's Secretary." Officer WALSH came to the phone and MANNING 
identified himself saying, "РАТ talking. Did he come in yet?" WALSH said, 
"Yeah." PAT asked, "He'll be there for a little while?! and WALSH said, 

"І imagine so, yeah." PAT said, "Well, 'd like to see him in about-- oh, а 
half hour. Will he be there?" WALSH asked him to hold on a second and during 
his interim PAT received а call on another phone. PAT told this individual 

calling that he was going out with FLASH, stating, "He's going to have the 
money. I'm talking to 27th Street now." Officer WALSH came back to the phone 
and told PAT, "He'll be here for an hour or so anyhow," and FAT said, "OK, 
swell." 


As noted above "27th Street" probably refers to the Third District 
Police Station, HARRY O'CONNELL being the Captain. 


Shortly after the above call PAT MANNING called Nevada 9755, 
an unlisted number for the City of Chicago, 1001. West Filmore, first floor, 
which is the address for the 25th District Police Station. An unidentified 
man answered and when PAT asked, "Filmore?" this individual said, "Yeah." 
PAT asked, "Is RED -- BILL DEVANE (phonetic spelling) around? The unknown 
man said, "Just a moment and I'11 see," and a moment later said, "No, he stepped 
out. He's not around.” PAT said, Well, 1111 try to reach him later, thank 
you." 


Late on the same afternoon of April 16th PAT MANNING called 
PETER C. TREMONT at the Arlington Hotel, Hot Springs, Arkansas.  TREMONT!s 
part of the conversation was almst entirely inaudible. PAT told PETE, "1 
had a very busy day today. I just wound up. I made all those spots today-- 
took care of everybody and everything--you know." PETE asked, "How did you 
come out on that ..!#(inaudible) and PAT said, "Oh, I got away very cheap. І 
went in there this morning and talked to him. You know the guy is Acting, 
you know. (possibly meaning Acting Captain) І only gave him... (inaudible) 
and he was very happy." PETE said, "You know-~I mean the guy is sensible, 
you know," and РАТ said, "Yeah, I was in there," PETE TREMONT said, "1... 
...(inaudible).... teli you to go in there. I don't want по one else to go 
in there." РАТ said, "Yeah, I went in there this morning and ltalked--and 
I went to 27th and I was way out west. I was everyWhere today." PETS asked, 
"How is everything else?" and PAT said, "They're going all right. "hat І 
wanted to tell you--we got rid of that headache too, you know." PETE said, 
"Yeah? What did you do (for?) 322!" and PAT said, "Thirty-two. I thought it 
was cheap and worth the experience. I thought it was very cheap and giving--

а release ticket and everything == so that's off our minds." TREMONT said 
something inaudible and FAT said, "Well, (that was in court)? No use having 

it hanging on your neck and worrying about it you know. You know it isn't 
worth it," and added, "tell, he signed the rébase -- everything." FETE said, 
"Well, when l set home then I'll enter it -- is that it?" and PAT said, "Well, 
Т told the kid to see you about that — I don't know."  TREMONT said something 
which was inaudible and PAT said, "That's right--however you want to work it 
with him." 


On the moming of April 16, 19L8 PAT MANNING talked to Sgt. 
BURKE (phonetic spelling) at the Third District Police Station. He also 
talked to the "Captain's Secretary." РАТ asked for the "boss" who wasn't in 
and at that time MANNING stated he would call again later. 


On the morning of April 16th PAT MANNING called NORMAN-HATG 21... 
Trinity 21610, Detroit, Michigan. After exchanging greetings, HAIG told 
MANNING, "I'm running around in circles. I planned to get over there this 
morning and i planned on getting over there the other night. Тіт not sure 
yet." PT said, "That's what Itn calling you about--l want to make sure, 
HAIG said, "They're jumping me all over the place, see? Тһе thing is going 
to break July lst." MANNING asked, "What's that?" and HAIG said, "Buying. 
Тре Government buying. The Covernment will start buying July 15%. 50 I'm 
hoping to get what's his name's plant--if they're going to buy--that stuff 
approved by that time. Іп fact, I'm working on it now," PAT MANEING told 
НАТС he was in Court in Miami, Florida the day previously. "It was before 
the Judge and he acknowledged everything.

_ ТЬ is noted in this connection that the names CHARLES a YCOuNOLLY 
and FRANK DESIMONE are listed at ROSELLI's previous address, 631 S. Catalina 
Avenue, Los Angeles. 


Ab 1240 p.m. on the same date, ROSLLLI contacted а Күз FLEMING, 
stating that he did not know whether he should give her this information 
over the telephone; however, he stated that his landlady was questioned at 
9:20 peme on April 28, 1945, by what appeared to be two Los Angeles policemen, 
They asked the landlady several questions; however, according to ROSLILI, she 
does not know much about hin. 


ROSELLI added that after the landlady had talked to him, he had 
become suspicious “of everythirg now! and noticed a car, "he thinks," follow- 
ing him. He related that the two men who he believed were Los Angeles Police 
Department officers would not give their names, their numbers or any other 
information.  ROSELLI then related at length to Mrs. FLEMING that he was now 
working with the Robert Kane Productions and could be contacted at their 
offices, HIllside 8111. Не added that he was not worried for himself, but 
for the people who were around him, and wanted to report it to her so that 
she could make a note of it. 


The above conversation is believed to be between Lis. РИКС, 
personal secretary to CABE«MEADOR, Chief of the Federal Probation Department, 
Federal Building, Los Angeles, California. apparently the inquiries made by 
the Los Angeles Police Department officers concerning ROSZLLI!s activities 
alerted him to the extent that he contacted the Federal Probation Department 
and appealed to them. 1% is noted that ROSELLI had a subsequent telephone 
conversation with an unknown person whom he advised that he "had gotten in 
touch with her on the telephone to wise her up on the inquiries made by the 
Los Angeles Police Department," 


For the Bureau's information, it is noted that the Los Angeles 
Police Department has no record of а police officer by the name of 
HITLE/AN.

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The telephone calls made and received at the apartment of TONY RICCI 
for the period April 24, 1948 to April 30, 1948 inclusive were concerned in 
the main with social and personal activities.

On April 24, 1948, at 9:30 PM, TONY RICCI called en unknown man, 
possibly named BOK (phonetic). TONY asked the latter how things were going. 
Ihe party stated that the situation was bad because "that friend of ours 
fixed our wagon." He said that "when they took that joint over there... 

they called the boss оуег, told him to take his vacation and get out." 

TONY said he, himself, did the right thing in closing for a дау» Тһе unknown 
party said RICCI had done the smart thing because "it might have been you, 

He tried you first before he got the other вау." Тһе unknown party asked 
TONY to call him on Tuesday as "he would have to feel his way with the new 
guy»!

RICCI asked 
CAMPAGNA if he had see "Joe, the automobile fellow." CAMPAGNA said he 
had and in reply to a question from RICCI as to how it looked said, "It is 
(OK... I'll take anything that he tells me." ‘RICCI said t hab in view of that 
he probably should "come in" (to Chicago). CAMPAGNA indicated that RICCI 
Should come to Chicago despite the fact that this unknown "Joe" was "down 
there, you know", Since Joe "would come in anyhow." RICCI said he would 
therefore make the trip soon and inquired as to whether it was urgent for 
"them to dispose of it." CAMPAGNA said that he didn't know but it would be 
better to act fast anyhow. CAMPAGNA then told RICCI to call his sister 
and get 14 or 15 dozen good sponges intimating he needed them to wash 
walls with. CAMPAGNA mentioned that his brother wasn't feeling very well ~ 
suffering from embolism. RICCI asked CAMPAGNA to give him a call if it 
was urgent (to see Joe) but he would rather wait a while if "he's got time." 
CAMPAGNA said he would but it was better for them to know at least that 
RICCI was interested in 1%,  RIOCI said that the main thing was to "get

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to their health and RICCI said that they were OK. She then asked "when are 
they coming out! to which RICCI answered "forget about it", She then said 
"well so long as they're all right that's the main thing". hw « 


On April 28, 1948, at 10:40 PM CLEO ЕТӨСІ called MINNIE who is 
apparently the sister of TONY RICCI. They spoke about apparently minor 
automobile accident in which MINNIE hurt her finger while in the company of 
CLEO and TONY RICCI. They coached each other on the stories they would tell 
the lawyer for insurance purposes, and what LEO should tell the attorney as 
to what had happened. СТЕО told MINNIE to say she was not her sister-in-law 
but just a friend from Chicago whose name was CLEOSLANDOW (phonetic).

On April 28, 1948, at 2:28 PM ТО RICCI called CLEO. The latter

I told him 
that if he would give me some indication of the information desired, 
I would be glad to call the three Agents in Charge and see if they 
had any such information. He insisted th this would be embarrass-

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from the inside and finally concluded it would probably be 


better for him to come down and discuss the matter personally 
Sometime early next week. 


I told him I would, of course, mention the matter to the
